written in a different Hand, b» containing the ſame words with the Paper delivered to the Sheriffs. 
The Sheriffs do further dec! e, That that Paper publiſhed ſoon after the Execution of the ſaid Crimi- 
nals, Intituled, An Account of the Execution of Brigadier Rookwood, Major Lowick,, and Mr. Cranburn, at 
Tyburn, April 29. 1696. was taken in Writing, Printed by their Order, and is exactly the Truth of what

Hue committed the Juſtice of my Cauſe, and recommended my Soul to God, on whoſe Mercies, 
through the Merits of Jeſus Chriſt, I wholly caſt my felf, I had once reſolved to dye in Silence 
but ſecond Thoughts of my Duty to others, chiefly to my True and Liege Soveraign King Jams, mo» 
ved me to leave this behind me. 

I do therefore with all Truth and Sincerity declare and avow, That I never knew, ſaw, or heard of 
any Order or Commiſſion from King James, for the Aſſaſſinating the Prince of Orange, and Attacking 
his Guards; but I am certainly inſorm d, That he, the beſt of Kings, had often rejected Propoſals of that 
Natare-when made unto him. 

Nor do I think he knew the leaſt of the particular Deſign of the Attacking the Guards at his Landing, 
ſo much talked of, in which 1 was ingaged as a Soldier by my immediate Commander, much againſt my 
Judgement; but his Soldier I was, and as ſuch, I was to obey and act according to Command. ' 

Theſe twelve Years I have ſerved my true King and Maſter, King James, and freely now lay down 
my Life in his Cauſe. I ever abhor'd Treachery, even to an Enemy: If it be a guilt, to have complied 
with what I thought, and ſtill think to have been my Duty, 1 am guilty 3 no other guilt do I o.. 

As I beg of all to forgive me, fo I forgive all from my heart, even the Prince of Orange, who as a 
Soldier ought to have conkdered my Caſe, before he ſign'd the Warrant for my Death. I pray God may 
open his Eyes, and render him ſenſible of the much Blood from all Parts crying out againft him, fo to 
prevent a heavicr Execution hanging over his Head, than what he inflicts on me.

N the firſt place, I dye in the Religion I was Baptized, (viz.) Roman Catholick, and humbly beg the 
Prayers of all Good People for a happy Reſurrection, and of all Catholicks for the good of my Soul. 

As for being ingag'd in this for which. I dye, it was never fo poſitive that I had a Horſe, from the 
beginning to the very laſt, nor never ſee any ſo allotted for me, or the two Men I was to provide, as was 
ſworn again me at my Trial; nor had any on that account z nor was I at any of their Meetings when 
they ſettled any ſuch thing: And as for any Order or Commiſſion from King James, I never ſee any 
fince I came laſt into England, which is now about five years; and I am confident, none that knows 
King James, will believe he would give any ſuch Order. 

Indeed I muſt confeſs, I believ'd King James was a coming to Aﬀert his own Right; and I ſhould, if 
on Shore, have done any thing in my power to have aſſiſted him, and in order to that, I ſhould have 
been glad to have a Horſe, but never had any. 

And as for being concern'd in any Bloody Affair, I never was in my Life, but have done my endes- 
vour to prevent, as much as I could, on all occaſions; and if the Killing the moſt miſerable Creature in 
the World (or greateſt Enemy) would now fave my Liſe, Reſtore the King, and make me one of the 
greateſt Men in England, I would firſt chuſe to dye, becauſe againſt the Law of God. 

If any who are now Sufferers on. this account, think I have been too forward, and a Promoter of this 
Deſign, I do now declare it was never my Inclination to do any raſh thing. However, I beg their Par- 
dons, and of all the World I have offended, either in Thought, Word, or any Action whatſoever, 
and do freely forgive my Enemies, and hope through the Mercy of my Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, to have Re- 
miſſion of all my Sts. Good God preſerve the King, Queen, Prince, and Princeſs, and all that Royal 
Blood of Stewards, and may England never want one of that DireR Line to Govern them, and make 
them once more happy. | have had the Honour to ſerve my Royal Maſter in ſeveral Commiſſions, and 
the laſt as Major, and ſtrive ever to ſerve him to the beſt of my Power, and ever to be Juſt to thoſe who 
I had the Honour to Command.
